Brain Power 


W e ’ve all been hearing for a long 
.time now about America’s shortage 


o f engineers, scientists, teachers and 
other trained specialists. But perhaps 
;most of us have tended to think of each 
kind of shortage as an individual, iso­ 
lated problem. 
It remained for the magazine Busi­ 
ness Week, in a recent issue, to draw 
the strands together and show con­ 
vincingly that we are suffering a g en­ 
eral shortage of brainpower which is 
getting more acute by the day. 
We live in an age where attention 
is given more and more to the auto­ 
matic operation of industry. Increas­ 
ingly, mechanical tasks are performed 
and controlled in the factory hv auto­ 
matic machinery. 
Electronic comput­ 
ers. communicators and other devices 
do "brain work" at a mounting pace. 
But, as Business Week astutely ob­ 
served. this is not having the effect of 
eliminating the need for brains or of 
spa wning a race of robots. On the con­ 
trary, it has created a greater dema nd 
for brainpower than ever in the na ­ 
tion’s history. 
For as machinery becomes more 
complex, as science advances in its 
applications to industry, men of high 
intelligence are required as never be­ 
fore to ma na ge and coordinate opera ­ 
tions. 
The ma g azine found that represen­ 
tative industrial concerns are leaning 
far more heavily than formerly upon 
people of educa ted intelligence. They 
are pulling in college graduates at. 
rates five. 10 and 20 times that which 
prevailed two deca des ago. 


As industry is compelled to rely on 
smarter, better-trained people, so too 
is government, including the now high­ 
ly mecha nized armed forces. And by 
the same token so must our schools 
and colleg es find more and 
better 
teachers to train young Americans to 
take their places in so dema nding a 
society. 
Wha t is happening, said Business 
Week, is a massive upgrading of the 
skills required of our whole labor 
force. 
The spotlight henceforth will 
he on those a mong us who are capable 
of exercising judgment, imagination 
and the other high faculties of intelli­ 
gence. 


As an important sign of this trend, 
the U.S. Labor Department reports 
that in 19 57 for the first time white- 
collar workers outnumber blue-collar 
workers in the working force. And the 
department forecasts that in the next 
eig ht years the fastest employment 
g rowth will be a mong professionally 
trained people. Laborers and farmers 
will either hold even or decline in 
numbers. 
The marks are clear. American in­ 
dustrial 
society 
is 
switching 
from 
brawn to brains even as it reduces 
more and more work to the automatic 
level. The big question we face is not 
whether ma chines will 
outdate the 
human brain. They will not. The ques­ 
tion is whether we can find and de­ 
velop the brains we need to keep our 
fantastic industrial and governmental 
mechanism 
steadily 
moving 
toward 
the hig her levels of living it promises 
for us all.

Scientists from the U.S Atomic 
E ne r g y Commission’s Arg onne 
National Laboratory, the 
atomic 
energ y research establishment at 
Harwell, Eng land, and the Nobel 
Institute for Physics in Stockholm 
collaborated In the work. 
The new elem ent has the atomic 
num ber 102. It is a solid and is 
unstable, losing half its radioacti­ 
vity in 10 to 12 minutes. The sci 
entiata have proposed that it be 
named Nobelium after the Nobel 
Institute. 
The experim ents were carried 
out successftilly on the Nobel In­ 
stitute’s cyclolfon in March and 
the discovery w as confirmed by 
chemical analysis in June. Arg on­ 
ne supplied the rare 
isotope 
of 
curium or elem ent 96 and Harwell 
the rare isotope of carbon—posi 
tively charg ed carbon 13. 
Nobelium is the 10th synthetic 
elem ent produced in the atomic 
ag e. All are heavier than uranium 
which is the heaviest naturally 
occurring element.
